hemsclvos; and, recognizing this need, 
she has long UKO set herself about sat- 
sfyln? it Ilia law granting Cuba par- 
Inl autonomy was passed months ago, 
not only by the Conservative party, which 
proposed It. but. also by the Carllats and 
th« Republicans. It will be remarked as 
a curious coincidence that no sooner did 
t appear as passed, than the rebellion 
jroko out. It has been said that-^the 
rebcllton was due to the- disgust of the 
:>ubann at seeing, in _thls meas_uro,_ their 
cherished hopes .again frustrated, and 
tholr aspirations lor home rule juggled 
with. The truth of the matter is that 
Cuba was not disappointed; It was tho 
men whose Interests lie In fomenting dis- 
cord v/ho perceived th^t with the ndor 
:ion of the law their occupation was 
_,ono. The rebellion wa» not due to dis- 
satisfaction over the law, tmt paradoxi- 
cal as It may seem, was caused by the 
law being too acceptable to the genuine, 
honest autonomists.
